CHICAGO COAL COMBINE. 


Prices to b* Advanced »l ihe Beginning 


of May. 


Chicago dealers in Indiana and Illinois 


coal are anticipating serious trouble about 
May 1. On that date it Is expected min- 
ers In all the districts of the two states 
will demand an Increase of 5 cents a ton 
for mining coal and at the same time the 
railroads carrying coal from, the mines 
will put into effect, in all probability, 
lin advance of 5 cents u ton in freight 
rates. This difference of 10 cents a ton 
will have a considerable effect upon the 
Chicago market. 
The most serious trou- 


ble, however, is anticipated in a strike 
which will follow the refusal of the opera- 
tors to give the advance in wages and the 
probable consequent shutting down of the 
mines. 


The advance in freights is practically 


a certainty. 
For the last three days all 


the coal carrying railroads have been rep- 
resented In conferences at which this mat- 
ter has been under discussion. It has been 
the general feeling that a mistake was 
made several years ago, when, on ac- 
count of the general hard times, rates for 
bringing coal from the Illinois and Indi- 
ana mines to Chicago were reduced. 
Kailroad men say there never has been » 
profit In carrying coal at the present rates. 
Last year an attempt was made to put 
into effect a schedule advancing the rates 
something like 15 cents a 
ton. 
So de- 


cided was the stand of the Chicago coal in- 
terest against it the rates were allowed to 
stand as they were. This year the rail- 
roads have decided, practically, to make 
an advance of 5 cents a ton, making the 
rate from the Springfield, Olivet, Pana 
and Grape Creek districts 85 cents a ton, 
The rate from the Brazil district has not 
yet been decided upon. 
All the coal 


carrying roads, save one, have cost their 
votes in favor of the advance.

The new lire escape on the St. Nicholas 


hotel has been completed. It extends from 
the pavement to the roof and is on the 
front of the building.

Kinds. 


One of the most interesting of psy- 


chological studies, says the Century, is 
the effect of a large idea upon a small 
mind. 
A large idea, entering a large 


mind balances and dignifies it; its ef- 
fect upon n. small mind is often com- 
pletely upsetting. 
The man becomes 


intellectually top-heavy and unsteady. 


When one becomes observant of this 


phenomenon he finds much to amuse 
and again much to deplore. 
He is 


amused, for instance, to notice the re- 
sult oJ this overloading throughout a 
long career. Where a subject is thus 
acted upon by a succession of ideas, 
each embodying an important truth 
•which the man is incapable of carrying, 
his receptivity: to impression proves to 
be his bane. The sudden realization 
for the first time of a fundamental prin- 
ciple makes a monomaniac of him. An- 
other sudden realization of still another 
fundamental principle and he is spin- 
ning off at a new tangent. 


• But there are times when this effect 


of large ideas upon little minds is most 
mischievous and deplorable. Thus is 
bred the race of incurable cranks in 
philosophy, theology, art and politics. 
The word "crank" has been maliciously 
misused for purposes of cynical ridi- 
cule, but it is too descriptive a. name 
to be set aside. 
The congenial crank 


is always started on his career of in- 
utility by this application of a big idea 
to a small brain. 
The most tiring 


thing about him is his self-compla- 
cency, owing to his knowledge of the 
fact" that better men have been mis- 
called by his own accurately descriptive 
cognomen.

Inquiry From the Old Country About 


Haiiien, the Alleged Emtexzler— 


A-'.Cane of Abandonment. , 


Some days ago there came to Decatur 


in an official envelope' from the consul for 
Denmark, in the city of Chicago, an im- 
portant inquiry in reference to B. Edward 
Hansen, who is under : indictment in the 
Macon county circuit court on nine sepa- 
rate charges for the crime of embezzle- 
ment in the management of the affairs of 
the American Workingmen's Loan Asso- 
ciation. The Danish consul was very anx- 
ious to learn the address of Hansen, who 
at that time was a prisoner in the Macon 
county jail. Tho consul was at once in- 
formed of the whereabouts of Hansen, 
but no further word was heard from the 
official. 
The consul in his letter stated 


that Hansen had a number of children in 
Denmark whom he had abandoned some 
yours, ago, and that the Danish govern- 
ment as well as the children were very 
anxious to learn whether or not Hansen 
was alive.

Two Fire Alarms. 


The John Gordy barn at 319 South Wa- 


ter street was on fire for the- fourth time 
last evening soon after T o'clock, evident- 
ly the work of n. flrcbng. The prompt 
work of the firemen prevented serious 
damage; a large crowd gathered at the 
scene,: walked through the alley, and in 
other ways manifested the customary con- 
cern for the barn and the firemen. 


At 8:80 o'clock there was a general 


alarm for the firemen to come to the gas 
works. There was a little fire at the 
works in the electric department which 
threatened serious damage; but the fire 
was extinguished before the apparatus 
reached the works. The fire caused the 
lights at the opera house to be turned off 
for a time. 


The duty of the elders is to attend to the 
spiritual wants and tho. board of deacons 
the temporal wants of the congregation.

On Sep- 
tember 8, 1893, George P. Hall, was en- 
gaged as pastor at a salary of 11,820 per 
year. It was agreed between Rev. Hall 
and the board that he could be removed 
from office by giving thirty days notice. 


At a meeting held March 4, 189K, it 


was resolved that Bev. Hall's office should 
terminate at the expiration of thirty days 
and a notice to that effect was sent to Mr. 
Hall. 


There are novr upon the rolls of the 


church names of about 1,100 persons. 
When a vote of tho congregation is taken 
it is necessary to have a majority of these 
persons to adopt any measure. 


At the close of a regular service of the 


church, without previous notice, Bcv. 
Hall requested that the members of the 
congregation remain and asked that a 
vote be taken to see whether the ac- 
tion of the official board be con£ivncd or 
repudiated, asiiinjr that the members of 
the board do not vote. P. W. Humphrey 
put the question and 23ii persons voted to 
repudiate the action of the board and none 
voted the opposite. No roll call was taken 
of the members present. 


Bev. Hall caused notices to be sent out 


asking that tho members be present at a 
meeting April 3 for the purpose of re- 
moving several members of the board 
from their positions, charging them with 
insubordination. 
The meeting was held 


unlawfully as no notice had been made 
from the platform. The members of the 
board were not guilty of any insubordina- 
tion. 


After removing illegally five members 


of the board the remaining members en- 
gaged Bev. Hall as pastor of the church. 


A revival meeting was opened at the 


church by Bev. Hall and Bev. J, V. Up- 
dyke was invited here, contrary to the 
order of the board, to conduct the meet- 
ings. 


The document declared that Bev. Hall 


and Bev. Updyke were unlawfully forcing 
themselves upon the premises of the 


)y the board should not vote. Another 
iiceting was held when several ineiu- 
iers of the board were removed and the 
lalance of the board passed resolutions, to 
engage Mr. Hall for a year and tho reso- 
lutions were voted upon and carried by 
the members of <*u congregation present, 
This they say is illegal."

Buckingham said, "What, grounds art 
there on which a temporary injunctioi 
could get granted. The only thing ngains 
Mr. Hull is that he wants to pi-each til 
gospel and viewing it from a Baptis 
standpoint that is a pretty good thing 
There is no allegation that the propcrt;
